The township trustees of the fourth 


district who met here Thursday for 


the purpose o f discussing the pro­ 


posed trustee bill which will he intro­ 


duced at the coming legislature, were 


well satisfied with the new measure 


and will give it their support. 
'The 


meeting was well attended, eight of 
the ten counties of the district being 
represented. 
Ohio and Switzerland 
counties had no representatives here. 
The meeting was called to order by 
district chairman, Edward E. Cobb, 
o f 
Johnson 
county, 
and 
Charles 
Steinwedel, of this city, was appoint­ 
ed secretary. 
The proposed trustee law has not 
yet been published, but the various 
features of the bill were taken up and 
discussed. 
J. \Y. Cittinger, of Mun­ 
cie. president of the state township 
trustee’s association was present and 
explained the measure. 
The bill provides that tile township 
trustees shall be divided into seven 
classes, according to the population 
of the townships similar to the man­ 
ner iii which the cities are classified. 
The Iir?-t class 
includes 
township- 
having a population of over 150,000 
and the seventh includes township 
having a population of 1,000 or less. 
The bill provides that trustees of all 
townships, except those in the last 
class shall be given a salary, while 
those in the seventhclassshall receive 
a per diem. 
The -alary i 
not stated 
iii the bill which Inn- been drat' *d, 
and the amount will be left to the 
legislature. 
According to the new measure, the 
township t r u s t e e s , will be given more 
extolls re authority over matters e f ­ 
fecting their districts. 
They will 
have a position in tile township simi­ 
lar to (hat of a mayor in a city, and 
will he granted greater power in mak­ 
ing their appointments. 
l ader the present lavs the county 
commissioners have tin* authority to 
grant privileges for railroads, ditches 
and other improvements, but this will 
foe changed under the new measure 
and such permits must be obtained 
from tin* township trustee. 
It is 
urged that the trustee should have 
control over -ach matters as he i- 
foeld responsible for the condition of 
the township, and under the 
<-cut 
law lie ha- no authority to compel! 
persons 
or 
corporations 
receiving 
privileges place tin* roads or other 
public land- in as good a condition a- 
thc\ 
were before the improvement 


w a s made. 
It he had direct super­ 
vision over such g r a n t s or privileges 
he could sec that the te r m s of the 
agreement were carried out.

MR. EDITOR.— 
Your editorial a few days ago ad­ 
vising the city council to carefully 
consider the question of the improve­ 
ment 
of 
our 
streets, 
was timely. 
Rumor has it that the council has 
under consideration the improvement 
of some of the most traveled streets 
with a pavement of brick or asphalt 
or creosote block. 
Each or all of 
t he se modern systems are in use in 
the large cities, and even in cities of 
less population and wealth than Sey­ 
mour; and each system has its friends 
and its opponents. 
There is however 
a universal opinion that either is pref­ 
erable and more economical in the 
“ long run” 
than the 
less common 
systems of cobble, stone, gravel or 
crushed rock, and where the people 
and the city arc financially able the 


I modern systems should be adopted. 
It is given out that the cost of vit­ 
rified brick pavement would be about 
I $1.70 per square yard. 
Asphalt 
$1.00 and block about $2.50. 
The 
streets proposed to be improved are 
80 feet wide, and the roadway be­ 
tween gutters about 48 feet. 
At the 
several prices above quoted a brick 


I pavement would cost the property on 
each side $4.53 per lineal foot. 
Asp­ 
halt $5.00 and block $0.05. 
There­ 
fore a lot 50 feet front would ens! 
for brick $220. 
Asphalt $253, and 
block $333. 
That brick i- the cheap- 
j cst and most durable, and maintained 
at Ica-t co-t, is generally admitted, 
and is objectionable only on account 
of noise. 
Now while our streets arc 
in a deplorable condition, and 
an 
argent necessity for their improve­ 
ment is apparent to us all, it is to be 
hoped that the council may devise 
some plan that will fall within the 
ability of the people to meet. 
We do not 
think our council is 
composed of men who will stubbornly 
insi-t on improvements that will he 
intensely oppressive iqxm any ot our 
citizen-. 
While those who have the 
welfare of our city at heart, and who 
desire lo see it neat, (dean and sani­ 
tary will surely support the council 
in all its efforts for the betterment of 
our streets; they would regret any 
legislation that would impose an ex­ 
pense* beyond the means of the peo­ 
ple to discharge without a great sacri­ 
fice of the ordinary comforts of life. 
We bein vc our city council would 
patiently consider 
aux 
s u g g e s tio n s 
that the citizens to he affected, might 
choose to submit. 
Aud while we 
may not all agree upon a system, we 
may he able to 
compromise 
ujhui 
something that will meet our neces­ 
sities and our financial ability.

To American eyes, Ayr- sford, a quiet Kentish village lying under the chalk 
M ils near Maidstone, is venerable enough. 
The church with its square em­ 
battled tower, the gabled bouses, more particularly the gray stone bridge, nar­ 
row of arch and low of parapet, all those are eloquent of the days when the 
pilgrim s from southern England crossed the Medway here on their journey 
to Becket’s shrine. 
Beyond the river a mile nearer Canterbury stands a memorial of times 
more remote by a thousand years than the lust of the pilgrimages. 
Three 
upright slabs of unhewn sandstone, capped by a fourth which measures twelve 
leet in length, inclose a space of some eight feet square. 
The country people 
call it “ K it's Coty House.” 
It is an empty tomb of ancient British date. 
All 
the Celtic peoples interred their chiefs in such chambers of unhewn stone, 
over which they heaped huge mounds of earth. 
In modern times these hil­ 
locks, covered with grass and marking perhaps the site of forgotten battle­ 
fields, came to be called “ barrows.” 
After having remained undisturbed for 
centuries, some of these barrows were opened in this inquiring age in the 
Interests of science. 
The stone chamber within the grave, which antiquarians 
call a “ dolmen," was found to contain human nm.-^ ns, along with the ormi 
ments and weapons of a chief. 
The dolmen in a perfect condition is a closed 
chamber. 
K it's Coty House is a dolmen which has been partly dilapidated. 
The 
• rpulcher has been opened, when or by whom, nobody knows; and its con­ 
tents have disappeared. 
There is no inscription on any of the stones. 
But 
high authority supports the established tradition that here was buried Cati- 
gern, the B ritish chief who fell, lighting against Hengist the invader, at the 
battle of Aylesford in 45% A. D. 
The names of Horsa, H engist’s kinsman and fellow-leader who was killed 
in the fight, survives in Horstead, where perhaps he was buried. 
The white 
horse, which was H engist’s totem, is now the heraldic emblem of the Eng­ 
lish county of Kent. 
W h atever monuments of the battle of Aylesford once 
existed. all have now disappeared but K it ’s Coty House. So the British prince's 
tomb has become the sole memorial of the first triumph of the Teuton.

This 
great work of witnessing is the m ag­ 
nificent. and all comprehensive work 
af Christians individually and collect­ 
ively. 
As long as the church rests 
upon the rock-foundation of Peter’s 
confession, “Thou are the Christ, the 
son of the living God”—the founda- ** 
lion upon which our Lord said he 
would build his church 
“the gates of 
hell shall not prevail against it,” but 
It shall stand unaffected by demoniacal 
„ 
rage and malice. 
» 
Gying T h ief a Great Witness. 
The greatest witness in the word of 
Cod, next to the Lord Jesus Christ, is 
not Paul the ain Bile, but the dying 
thief. 
We have long depreciated tho 
penitent thief. 
There was the dark­ 
ness over all the earth, there was the 
dying Christ, and even the disciples * 
them selves had given up their hopes 
that Christ was he “who should have 
redefined Israel.” 
Perhaps that peni­ 
tent thief had never seen Christ be- 
fore, or, at In it. only in ti ■ course of t 
the trial, when the Christ said; “I am 
a king; my kingdom is not of this 
world.” 
He had no opportunity, for 
aught we know, of any acquaintance 
with the Lord Jesus Christ or with his 
teaching. 
And yet, while the other 
malefactor railed on him, he gave his

nam e is Stephen A. Forbes and he is state 
entomologist of Illinois. 
His chi. f work in 
this position is to exterm inate “economic in­ 
sects,” as those which damage th e growing 
things are called. 
He is also head of the 
state laboratory of natural history and pro­ 
fessor of entomology in the University of Illi­ 
nois. 
He has held 
these offices 
25 
years, 
which means that ne has spent a quarter of 
a century fighting the predaceous instincts of 
economic Insects, barring an occasional short 
lapse to fight the economical instincts of state 
legislatures. 
Naturally 
he 
is 
on 
intimate 
term s with a vast num ber of bugs. 
For a practical knowledge of an Insect, the 
ability to recognize it in all its phases is a 
mere beginning. 
Its dietary m ust be known, 
not only what it prefers but what it likes next 
best and what it will eat to escape starvation; 
how the w eather affects its bean It, Its temper. 
and its power of multiplying; Is it subject to 
contagious diseases? 
It so, how may it be 
induced to catch one? 
Also it is well to know 
how its neighbor bugs regard it. 
W hether the 
sight of it arouses the instinct to protect or 
the instinct to kill. 
For there are bugs so 
kindly disposed toward other bugs that they 
will ca n y them to their food supply, hatch 
their eggs for them, and bring up their off­ 
spring. 
The sole duties they leave to those 
they protect are breathing, eating and multi­ 
plying. 
First let me teil you about the fight against 
the chinch bug. As everyone knows, t he chinch 
is a devil-*!evastator whose evil intentions are 
backed with energy and resourcefulness. When 
It starts to take what it wants from (he farm 
there is jus? one thing it leav e s--the m ort­ 
gage. 
For more than a generation scientists 
in all parts of the country directed their intel­ 
ligence against its instinct; and instinct won 
the victory. 
It seemed that reason could not 
fathom the cause of tho* outbreaks nor find a 
way to prevent them. 
In despair the rn* n of 
science were for saying as did the old Irish 
woman of the rain that spoiled her potatoes, 
“There's no raison in it, it's just the will of 
God!” 
And right there it seemed 
the 
problem 
would have to rest. 
But an occasional per­ 
sistent brain was unable to accept this solu­ 
tion. 
Observations wont on not only week by 
week but day by day, arid often even hour bv 
hour.* Even so it was a work that proceeded 
slowly. 
'I he chinch bug was hard to make 
rules for. 
Ind< od. it seemed more an excep­ 
tion to rule than the French language. 
For 
Instance, scientists flattered them selves that 
one thing was proved conc? ming his chint {.ship 
viz., the abandonment or wheat culture meant 
an end to chinch bug ravages. 
Hut farmers 
made the sa I discovery, quite unintentionally, 
you may be s ire, not at all for the Bake of 
enlightening the m in of science, that the aban­ 
donm ent of wheat 
may 
even 
increase 
the 
chinch devastation. 
For if they have become 
num erous and can find no wheat, they will 
accept oats, bari* y, grass or corn. 
The aban­ 
donment of wheat to be effective against the 
chinc h, m ust take place at the b< ginning of 
an outbreak. 
Therefore Dr. Forbes straightened his mor­ 
tarboard, polished his microscope and prepared 
for wholesale slaughter.

"I think I am safe in saying,” con­ 
tinued m y inform ant, “ th a t there is 
not sit th e bar of th e United St atef, 
and never has bern, a man of g reater 
delicacy of sentim ent or of more con­ 
stant and 'K.-rfoct recognition (if tho 
r ig h ts and feelings of o th e rs than Mr. 
Bowers, 
lie also has a high sense of 
personal honor, and it was due to the 
^ c o m b i n a t i o n of these characteristics 
th a t ther<» arose the crisis in his life 
of which I speak. 


“Following his graduation from the 
Columbia law school, he had been for
